The years have proven 
to be eventful with ap 
pearances by our ath 
letes in District, Re- 
gional, and State 
tournaments and the 
many clubs’ participa 
tion in state and na 
tional conventions and 
competitions. There 
has also been a lot of 
change in our courses, 
classes offered, and 
even a new building in 
1989. Mrs. Patsy 
Sacra, an English 
teacher, has seen 
many of these changes 
take place. “The cur- 
riculum has changed 
dramatically, but it’s 
not any more difficult. 
It is much broader and 
more individualized. 
[he technology has 
improved a lot, too,” 
said sacra. 

Through all of our 
school’s accomplish 
ments it has gained re- 
spect. Our principal, 
Dr. Mike Loso, who 
taught here his first 
year in 1979, is proud

hen the bell rang for 

first period there 

were 22 students 

who headed to hor- 
ticulture class, but in class was rare- 
ly where they stayed. Time was 
spent in the agricultural lab and 
learning about and experimenting 
with aquaponics. In Mr. Crick- 
enberger’s elective class students 
learned about plants and landscap- 
ing. They also learned that there 
was no better place to learn about 
the basics of plant sciences than in 
the great outdoors. “‘We go outside 
a lot and get dirty just like they do 
in ecology,”’ said Junior Christy Ep- 
pard, “We do alot of the land- 
scaping around the school.’

“Tl probably go into a career in- 
volving horticulture,” said sopho- 
more Benjamin Shank, “‘learning 
terminology, being able to identify 
plants, and this class has taught me 
a lot of that.” Mr. Brian Crick- 
enberger agreed that 
his horticulture class 
gave students options. 
He said, “This class 
will help you maintain 
your home and yard; 
and for a career, it 
helps prepare for plant 
sciences.” 

In only its second 
year, Horticuture has 
offered many oppur- 
tunities to its students 
and has done a lot for 
the school as a whole 
by drawing more stu- 


dents into the agriculture depart- 
ment. With a new greenhouse and 
a couple years of experience, the 
class seemed to have a bright future 
just like its students.
